RANCHERS RESORT TO COSTLY METHODS 


TO KEEP RIVERS FROM GOOGIWG OPT BANKS 


Cutting down 15-year-oid orange trees worth $50 each, loaded with $10 
worth of fruit, and throwing them into the river to keep the banl<s of the 
stream from crumbling, was a costly and desperate method resorted to by 
the crowds of ranchers in the Covina district at the time when the storm 
was at its height on Friday night. The beautiful trees were anchored by 
wires and cables to other trees farther away from the edge of the river, 
and in this fashion hugged the banl< and diverted some of the roaring wa­ 
ter from the bantts. 
Men whose ranches were worth $1500 an acre, wield­ 
ed axes on trees that they had spent half a lifetime to bring to maturity 
and profit.

The Appeal that Came Through the Darkness. 


When a community is aroused by a calamity such as threatened 
Covina last week, when the flood-waters were at the highest point, 
there is an opportunity for noting the "one touch of nature that 
makes all the world kin." 


The fire-bell rang at 4 jn the morning summoning the men to the 
center of the city, where a call was made for voiunt'-ers to fight the 
3'aging fioods in the San Dirnas wash. All were eager to go anfl made 
every attempt to be first into the automobiles and teams that wgrc 
jiressed into service. Men fought and worked and tugged in,,the 
black hours of the night, the gray hours of dawn 
and the nnirky 
hours of the morning, who had no property in Covina, and perhaps 
never would have, Init whose hearts were stirred when they saw the 
waters eating into the Ijanks and thr<fatening the homes of people in 
that vicinity. 


Tugging at a big tree with the intention of dragging it into the 
river to stop the flood from crumbling the banks, the writer of ('di- 
torials found himself in company with a doctor, a bank etishier, two 
teachers in the public schools, tw^ ministers, and a farm-hand from 
Texas, 
Tt may be that the farm-hand did less grunting and more 
lifting than tiie others, but evTeryone's heart was in the right place. 


During the days following, the newspaperman saw ministers 
working with sliovels in the sand-choked creeks, side by side with 
Mexicans from Honoratown. 
Trouble is the father of democracy. 
The Brotherhood of Man is hrought about through ^.dversity. 


When everything goes dead wrong, it's the man with the smile 
that is worth while, says Ella Wheeler Wilcox, and she intimates 
that smiles are easy enough to find when uU's right with the world. 
But, do you know, that with the American people, it seems to be 
the reverse, sometimes. 
Many men who are in prosperous circum­ 
stances, with a big crop of fruit on the trees and good i)rices, will 
go around with a perpetual grouch. The little city of Covina some­ 
times seems to be shrouded in gloom—there is a testiness and a ten­ 
dency to back-biting, at a, time when the people should be the hap­ 
piest. 
And, in a time of stress, there arc often more cheerful in­ 
dividuals on deck and smiling than is the case when there is a fair 
wind and plain sailing. 


It WHS true in San Francisco .just after the great fire. Tt was true 
in Chicago, when that city was laid low by the fire-fiend. And it is 
true that Covina was more closely knit together after the freeze of 
last year than it was the year before. There is much philosophy and 
truth in tlio declaration that "whom the Lordloveth, he chasteneth." 


Of coui'so, the floods of the past month have not injured Covina 
valley in the aggregate. 
Our sympathies go out to those ranchers 
who have lost much, but wo know that Covina and the whole of 
Southern Cailfornia is established hero to stay; with a citizenship of 
indomitable people to whom floods and frosts are but the hurdles in 
life's game. 


Floods will come and frosts, perhaps, and the country here will 
go right on making of itself the wondrous empire for which it was 
planned, and which lay in waiting through the untold centuries for 
tlie men who would make it California, the "terrestrial paradise," 


The Peace Between English-Speaking Nations. 


(Los Angeles Examiner: 
George Bernard Shaw bitterly as.sails 
the proposed celebration of the century of peace which ha« existed 
betAveen the United States and the British Empire. Briefly, Mr. Shaw 
affirms that the two nations loathe and hate each other and' that the 
centenary would be an exhibition of sham and hypocrisy; and, also, 
that it is as absurd for two peoples to celebrate keeping the peace as 
it would be for two gentlemen to celebrate the fact that neither had 
punched the other's head during the day. All of which is much in 
Shaw's vein. 


The frontiers of the United States and part of the British Empire 
stretch, ,side by side, from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and neither one 
is guarded by a single gun. There is not a ship of war in all the vast 
inland seas and waterways which constitute the ea.stem boundary 
line. There is not a fort on either side of the three tliousand miles of 
frontier. 
We know of no instance in the history of the world in 
which two peoples have dwelt side by side, for generations, without 
• so much as a single fortress or a single army post or even a single 
soldier to guard either side of the boundary against attack. 
This is 
the reply of facts to the assertions of Mr, Shaw, f 


It is not true that the people of the United States and the people 
of Great Britain loathe and hate each other. 
There is no deep affec­ 
tion between them, to be sure. 
There is, at times, not a little irrita- 
•('ion. 
And there is always commercial antagonism. 
But there is 
always respect and, for the most ])art, an honest, mutual admiration 
of the intcHigenee. the energy, tlie free institutions and the force, 
pf)wer and riches with which both cut such a great figure among the 
Jiations. 


It is harder to conceive a greater calamity than would be a war 
between the English-speaking peoples. Such a conflict, waged with 
the bitter persistence with which it woidd be waged and fought out 
with all the tremendous means at the command of either, would not 
only set back the dock of human jirogress,. but might easily result in 
,Hhe final domination of the world by the yellow instead of by the 
white races. 


The centenary of peace will he celebrated by the English-speaking 
nations with right good will, and all thinking men will join in the 
common hope that a hundred years from now our descendants will 
figain celebrate another century of strenuous rivalry, in which not a 
gun shall have been fired nor a drop of blood shed by either of the 
two great peoples who press each other so hard for the foremost 
place among the nations of the earth. 


Mexico Has Gone Too Far. 


Floods and the Future. 


(Los Angeles Times:) 
Practically all ineonvonieuee to the public 
from the flood has hwn eliminated, and county olTicials—witli energy 
characteristic of Southern California—hnw, begun planning 
such 
e,ngineering work as will prevent future fioods in this conumuiity. 
The project outlitunl by District Attorney Fredericks would cut ji 
])(!rminent and straight channel for the Los Angtiles river, combine 
it with the Kio Hondo and conduct the two, between levees, to Alami- 
tos bay instead of to Los Angeles harbor. 
This would require about 
fifteen 
miles of artificial channel, but would effectively prevent wash­ 
outs and Hoods in this city and surrounding country. 


The activity of the railroads, city and country, in so quickly reduc­ 
ing the inconvenieiute to the publie deserves eoiiuuendation.' In con­ 
servative! quarters it was estimated that more than a week would be 
jiiseded to repair the railroad tracks so as to free traffic from (jongcs 
tion, 
I'ractically all oi! the roads are (ii)eu at present; and the Salt 
Lake, which suffered extrcnu! losses, is working large crtuvs of men 
juul i)lans to haves traffic restored to a nornuil basis in a very few days. 
The local railway lines, though hit hard, have been able to establisli 
nil connections and keep their lines open since the flood subsided. 
llighwa,ys are being reeonstrueted and temporary bridges have gone 
uj), so that motorists are practically unimpeded. 


The destrue-fion that canu* with the flood has shown with what 
fiiic energy and spirit the businesses of Southern C!alifornia face mis­ 
fortune. 
The wreckage was attacked, nuich of it cleared out, and the 
])roeess of reconstruction under way even while it continued to rain, 
und the waters had not subsided before repairs had been maile " 
Kcveral quarters. 


The flood was wholly, unexpected. 
Even those familiar with the 
'.raijifall und topography of the country n(!ver had reason to thiiik 
tJiat so destructive a torrent could eonu^ rolling down from the hills 
and tJirougli the gully that has been lightly termed the " L o s Angeles^ 
river." It never happened before in all the years that the govern­ 
ment has maintained an observation station here, and it was reasou- 
, able to feel free from any danger of that nature. 
Experience, how- 
over, is a r(iliable teacher. 
A n d Los Angolea would be a laggard- 
something that she has never been in the past—if ample preparations 
tire not made to prevent a ropitition of the flood. 


At 
present the most feasible plan has been proposed by District 
Attornci' Fredericks. The board of supervisors is keen .for some such 
plan, and no doubt will bo impressed by the excellent reasons for not 
iittving the Los Angeles 
river flow into the harbor. 
Government 
engiiuusrs oppose the harbor outlet because of the debris and silt that 
go((s into the anchorage, which •^'o\dd reciuire constant dredging. 


That something effective must be done is shown, not only by the 
dajuago sustained by Los Angeles, but by that which came upon the 
. farmers south of the city where the flood sj)read itself over-wide areas, 
inundating fields, ruining homes and destroying crops. A t that point 
the bed of the river was not deep enough even to begin to confine the 
water and it spread into a wide, rushing lake.

The Azusa Pomotroplc of last Fri­ 
day, February 20, speaks graphically 
of ithe storm in that region. Azusa 
is a city the siie of Covina, and sit­ 
uated close to the mouth of the San 
Gabriel canyon. 


Writing in the afternoon of Friday, 
the newspaperman says: 


At the river west of Azusa, the Pa­ 
cific Electric and county bridges are 
all right at 3 o'clock Friday, with wa­ 
ter pounding through in greater vol­ 
ume than has been, withstood before 
by these structures. 
At 5:30 EYiday 
morning the water was splashing over 
the floor of the county bridge, but it 
soon receded and slow trafllc Is per­ 
mitted to cross. 
Looking, southwest 


frcMU this bridge the whole valley ap­ 
pears to be under water. 


At the mouth of the canyon a real 
boiling river is seen. 
Ten feet deep 
and a hundred yards wide, this tor­ 
rent is pounding ceaselessly at the 
sides of the channel on its turbulent 
way south. 
Considerable anxiet:^ is 
felt at the time we go to press over 
the possibility 
of 
the river rising 
enough to overflow from the present 
channel and flood back toward the 
east and later bead toward the main 
part of town. A force of 100 men were 
rushed to the mouth of the canyon 
with tools and an effort will be made 
to block the south channel and force 
the main stream over toward the hills 
on the north and away from the low­ 
land on this side. 


In Azusa the greatest damage is in 
the south and lower part of town. Sev­ 
eral families were moved from their 
homes Wednesday 
afternoon 
when 
the waters from 
the Little 
Dalton 
wash broke loose and struck the east 
side of town at about Fourth street. 
Combined with the natural drainage 
from the northern part of town and 
the overflow from the broken ditch of 
the Covina Irrigating Company, the 
flood of water that hit this section 
was tremendous, rushing along waist 
deep in swirls and eddies. Nof;th of 
the P. B. tracks in the east part of 
town water filled to a depth of two 
feet, j9ubmerging lawns and cellars. 
The basement of the Foothill packing 
house was flooded and a .loss of sev 


eral huildred dollars entailed In lum­ 
ber and boxes spoiled. 


The city itself will have an expense 
of about a thousand dollars in repair­ 
ing the streets and crossings which 
have been sadly washed. 


Beginning Tuesday night, the rain­ 
fall to iThursday morning at 8 o'clock 
\Vas 8.09, and for the rain up to 8 
o'clock 
Friday 
morning 
3.3 inches 
more was recorded. 
At the time of 
this writing three inches more has 
fallen, bringing the 
toUl 
for 
this 
storm up to 14 inches, and the total 
for the season to about 35 Inches. As 
the downpour is still heavy and in­ 
creasing, no estimate can be placed 
on the total precipitation. Weather 
forecasters bill this storm to continue 
until Monday.*

Stableman and Horses 


J, J.'Fitzgerald of Vendome 
Barns 
Nearly Loses Life on 
P l a i n s - 
Three Nights of Vigil. 


Three^ days and nights of hard 
work and exposure, together with 
real jp^rll at times, was the lot of 
J. J. PltzGerald, proprietor of t h e . 
Vendome Livery Stables, who had 
responsibilities thrust upon him 
during 
the 
recent floods and 
storm that' would make a timid 
man's hair turn gray. 


FitzGerald was .asked 
by 
the 
school 
authorities to transfer 
some of the high school children 
to their homes on Wednesday af­ 
ternoon 
of last 
week 
when 
storm that would make a timed 
the 
storm 
was 
raising 
to its 
height. 
The 
big 
motor-truck 
couldn't get through the mud and 
water of the country to the south­ 
west of Covina. 
Some of 
the 
children 
wanted 
to 
get 
home, 
while others were afraid to ven­ 
ture the journey, 


Mr. PltzGerald started with his 
team to make the journey to Pu- 
ente and Rowland, and had with 
him the children of C. O. Ross of 
Lark Ellen 
street, 
and 
others. 
The water was running across the 
roadways on Lark Ellen and other 
streets south of Covina In a flood 
that was up to the bellies of the 
horses, but the team kept in the 
road, 
and 
crossed 
the 
wooden 
bridge that spans the wash on 
Lark Ellen just opposite the home 
of R. T. Chew. 
The water was 
licking the bottom of the bridge 
at the time. 


The stable-keeper was obliged 
to take one scholar 
from 
this 
point clear across the Lucky Bald­ 
win plains, 
through 
Puente to 
Rowland. 
On his 
return 
the 
floods 
had raised dangerously, so 
that the horses, in crossing the 
low gullies, were almost carried 
oft their feet. 


Coming to the bridge again at 
Lark Ellen street, over the Wal­ 
nut wash, he was confronted by 
a great gash a hundred feet from 
bank to bank, and not the slight­ 
est sign of the bridge that he had 
crossed an hour before was to be 
seen anywhere. 
The 
flood 
was 
roaring so that the horses reared 
back on their haunches, frighten­ 
ed to a point of collapse by the 
awful sight. 
The rain was com 
ing down in torrents, and Fitz­ 
Gerald bad been obliged for a long 
time to abandon the keeping up 
of his carriage curtains on account 
of the furious wind which made 
the curtains flap and wrench in 
the storm, frightening the horscH. 


FitzGerald turned back from the 
Walnut wash and 
tried 
to go 
east. 
His horses nearly 
flounder­ 
ed In the flood, and the driver 
began to realize that himself and 
blfi team were in real danger of

being drowned. 
He managed to 
beat back to 
the 
Ross 
home, 
where he drove into the barn and 
stayed until morning. 
He didn't 
get into Covina until 3 o'clock 
the next day. 


THURSDAY NIGHT. 
The cor.tlnuance of the 
great 
storm on Thursday night 
again 
sent FitzGerald and his team out 
Into the storm, followed by, an­ 
other team, driven by a man from 
his stables. 
It Was 12 o'clock at 
night when FitzGerald received a 
frantic 
telephone 
from 
Jack 
White, who lives on the edge of 
the San Dimas wash in Charter 
Oak. 
The water was surrounding 
and undermining the house, and 
the occupants were in great dan­ 
ger. 
FitzGerald, followed by his 
man, plowed through the flood on 
Cypress avenue and Grand ave­ 
nue, 
finally 
reaching the Covina 
boulevard, where he was 
often 
obliged to get out and lead his 
horses through 
the streams in 
order to keep In the road. H e 
finally 
i*eached Glendora avenue, 
where Henry Mace, a rancher on 
the corner, told him- that he be­ 
lieved that Glendora avenue as 
passable if the team 
could 
be 
kept in the middle of the road. 
FitzGerald 
finally 
reached 
.Jack 
White's home, 
where 
he found 
two 
families 
marooned 
and 
frightened nearly to hysterics by 
the raging flood in the San Dimas 
river at the back of their home. 
The women and children (six of 
them) were, carried across a plank 
to the team, and brought to Co­ 
vina. 


On Friday ntght'FitzGerald kept 
a team standing on the floor of 
his barn ready 
for calls 
from 
Charter Ook. Ho was In communi­ 
cation with a man at the danger 
point on the 
San 
Dimas wash, 
where it threatened to break out 
and come down through Covina. 
At 2 o'clock the watcher 
on the 
flood-banks 
called him, and told 
him that the river was just about 
to break out. It was not; however, 
until about 4 o'clock that the real 
danger came. 
With the ringing 
of the flre-bell In Covina to warn 
the people that the floods were 
coming, 
FitzGerald 
started 
out 
with a load of men. He sent sev­ 
eral teams to the scene of danger 
during the morning. 


Riding home on a street car 
on 
last. Thursday 
afternoon, 
Mrs. Earl W. Seltz of 214 South 
Kingsley Drive, Beverley Hills, 
Los Angeles, saw an account In 
a newspaper of the drowning of 
Harold Seitz 
at Covina. 
The 
drowned man was a nephew of 
her husband. 


Mrs. Seitz came near to faint­ 
ing on the car, but was assisted 
to her home by an acquaintance, 
where she informed 
her 
hus­ 
band of the sad event. They im­ 
mediately made 
arrangements 
to drive their car to Covina. Mr. 
Seitz is an invalid, and the car 
was driven by Mrs. Seltz. 


Before th^y had long been on 
the road from Beverley Hills, 
the darkness came on, accom­ 
panied by terrifflc rains. 
The 
car had no skid chains, and 
Mrs. 
Seitz experienced a terrible ride 
down the 
steep 
Inclines 
for 
miles that leads Into the main 
city. 


The car finally skidded out of 
the roadway and overturned in 
a ditch. 
The 
occupants 
were 
thrown out, but were not ser­ 
iously hurt. 


The darkness 
was 
Intense, 
and no persons were out that 
might give them aid. 
Mr. and 
Mrs. Seitz 
walked 
for miles, 
until they reached a street-car, 
and finally arrived at the Lan- 
kershlm 
hotel, wet 
completely 
through. 
It continued to rain 
torrents through the night. The 
wash-outs of the bridges pre­ 
vented Mr. and Mrs. Seltz 
from 
reaching 
Covina 
until the fol­ 
lowing Monday.
